“I ordered my crew into the lifeboats, 
but the Germans began firing immedi- 
ately. One of their shells hit one of our 
boats, killing nine members of my crew.

Germans to cease firing. There was no 
response, I finally jumped upon a raft.” 

A survivor from another vessel said 
the bridge ofthe ship was hit by a shell 
and knocked overboard, carrying with

Among the 
names often mentioned were those of 
Capt. von Papen, formerly attaché of 
the German embassy in Washington, and 
Baron Kurt von Reiswits, formerly act- 
ing German consul in-Chicago, 


That.tne 
hand was evident to those who heard 
Judge Landis make his charge to the 
jury. He spoke for more than an hour,. 

‘“ Although there were a number of 
overt acts set out in the indictment as 
things done by these defendants,” he 
said, “if the evidence shows that only 
fone overt act was committed the gov- 
ernment has made out its case.” 

Referring specifically to the attempted 
revolution, and the statute bearing on 
it, he said: 

“That statute prohibits the beginning, 
setting on foot, preparing or providing 
means for any military enterprise 
against the United States or against any 
foreign country with which the United 
States is at peace. . . . Arms need 
not be carried from this country by such 
men.”’

EW YORK, Oct. 20.—President 

Wilson, in a letter received 

by Mayor John Purroy Mitchel 

today, said that the people’s 
response in the Liberty loan campaign 
ought to be such as would put Amer- 
ica “at the front of all civilized 
peoples.” The president's letter 
reads: 

“This letter comes to you in an 
unusual way, but in unusual circum- 
Stances. I write it not because I 
have the least doubt that your fellow 
citizens will respond with patriotic 
devotion to the call for subscriptions 
to the Liberty loan, but because I 
Want to send them a personal mes- 
sage. That message is this: 

“This war is the supreme test’ of 
the principles and energy of the peo- 
ple, of the United States.

whole. Although the first part of April 
and October are sometimes fine for base- 
bali, the exception is the rule, as to 
April at least. 

The excuse given now for maintaining 
th. 154 game schedule, which compels 
starting early in April, is that the fans 
are so eager for the game in the spring 
it is a shame not to profit by that ap- 
petite for baseball. Said appetite is 
worked up by the reports of the training 
trips. If the spring jaunts were de- 
layed, as they would be with a shorter 
schedule, the appetites of the fans would 
begin to be voracious later in the spring 
and would be just as keen by May 1 as 
in the middle of April under the present 
arrangement, 


Saving for Clubs, Too. 

By reducing the playing season to five 
months, players’ contracts could be 
shortened to the same period and that 
would be a big saving in the cost of 
baseball. All the overhead cost would 
be reduced proportignately, for the sal- 
aries of the players are not the only 
expenses of providing the public with 
baseball. It costs a tidy bit of money 
just to open a majog league ball park 
and pay the ticket sellers, gatemen, 
ushers. and other employés of the club, 
who never appear on the field. 

The actual receipts of the games 
would not be reduced very much under 
normal conditions by curtailing the sea- 
son to 140 games instead of 154. There 
aren't so many Who go to all the games 
or pay for seats by the season. The 
average rooter would go to about the 
same number of games in five months 
as he now goes to in six, provided other

Washing Woolen Blankets* 
é< RECENTLY washed a pair of 
woolen blankets in soft, soapy wa- 
| ter, washed them with a washer 
and rubbed them on the boards. I 
then rinsed them in clear soft water and 
efter drying they werestill sticky with 
soap. Will you please tell me what I 
can do with them in order to get them 
soft and fluffy again? ‘TROUBLED.” 
From the description you give I think 
you made the suds too heavy with soap 
in the first place and perhaps did not 
sufficiently after- 
wards. Besides that, blankets should 
never be rubbed on the board. They 
should not be allowed to get so soiled 
that such rubbing is necessary. If there 
are spots here and there they may be 
rubbed out, but usually it is sufficient 
if the blankets are soused up and down 
in the suds‘until they are clean. The 
water should. be warm, not hot, and the 
rinsing water should be of the same tem- 
perature as the suds. In the present 
conditions your best plan is to rinse the 
blankets again, and then, without wring- 
ing, hang them dripping on the line on a 
rainy day and let hang until the weather 
clears an@ they dry slowly. I shall be 
interested to hear if this plan. succeeds, 
but after the blankets once thicken it 
is difficult. to get them back to their 
original condition of softness and ‘fiuffi- 
ness. "

Clubs’ twenty-third annual meeting 
at Sinai temple Nov. 12-16. 


Illinois Clubs 
to Hold Annual 
Meet in Chicago 


HE twenty-third annual meeting of 
the Illinois Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs will convene in Chicago 
Nov. 12-15. Meetings will be held 

in the auditorium of Sinai temple, with 
the center for use of committees, con- 
ferences, and exhibits. Delegates from 
clubs all over the state will be in at- 
tendance to the number of 1,200, and 
the Chicago clubwomen will raise the 
attendance to 2,000 at all sessions. 


. The Illinois federation was organized 
on Oct. 11, 1894, at the suggestion of 
Mrs. Charles Henrotin of Chicago, then. 
president of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. The presidents of the 
state federation have been: 

Mrs. Isabel Candee of Cairo, who served 
from 1894 to 1896. 

Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles of Chicago, 1896 
to 1898. .

Jessie L. Spafford of Rockford, who 
was elected last November to serve two 


years. 

It is eleven years since the state con- 
vention was last held in Chicago. The 
state organization then numbered 250 
clubs. Today there are 550. The growth 


in the diversity of subjects investigated, 
work planned, and purposes carried out 
has grown in proportion. 

The work of the state federation is 


maintained through eleven departments 


that conform to those of the general 
federation, and it was at the Chicago 
meeting in 1906 that these departments 
were created. They are: Art, civics 
and philanthropy, civil service, conser- 
vation, education, home economics, and 
pure food, industrial and social condi- 
tions, legislative, library extension, 
music, literature, and reciprocity, and 
public health. 

The public health committee has had 
a leading part in health betterment for 
the state. A few years ago the state 
board of health, under Dr. W. A. Evans, 
requested the women of the twenty-five 
congressional districts to make a tuber- 
culosis survey of the state, to serve as a 
health propaganda, including sanitation, 
diet, and the care of the great white 
plague. This was the first health sur- 
vey ever undertaken by any state fed- 
eration, but in the last two years other 
states have begun such work, the value 
of such education being appreciated 
throughout the country. In recent years 
the clubs have worked for a colony for 
epileptics and that point has been 
gained and a colony on Rock river, near 


Dixon, will soon be in readiness for use. 


The library bill was obtained largely 
by the efforts of Mra Bugenia Bacon 
of Decatur, who has served continuously 
as secretary of the library commission. 
The vacation schools were introduced 
and fostered by club women until the 
boards of education took them over, free 
kindergartens, small parks and play- 
grounds, and improvement associations 
of various kinds of social welfare have 
been inaugurated and made possible by 
the women’s clube. 

The Industrial School for Giris has 
been a work that appealed to the wom- 
en so greatly that the state federation 
built a cottage on a farm at Park Ridgs 
and furnished it. 

The legislative department has made 
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Illinois second to no other state in the 
vast amount of valuable legislation ac 
complished. 

A question for decision at the coming 
meeting is the proposed change of the 
time for holding the state meeting from 
November to May. At this convention 
all subjects of legislation, social wel- 
fare, and conservation that have long 
been the object of the federation’s ear- 
nest endeavor will receive their usual 
attention, because these things must 
not be neglected now that we are in 
the midst of all the activities necessi- 
tated by the war. Ever since the coun- 
try entered the war the clubwomen of 
the general and state federations have 
used their organizations as a means of 
getting the women to do what circum- 
stances haye demanded. 

How much the club. women are expect- 
ing to do this winter is well fore- 
shadowed by the many subjects pertain- 
ing to the war that are already ar- 
ranged for on the program of the state 
meeting. Among them are an address 
on “ America and the World War,” by 
Arthur N. Bestor of the national food 
commission at Washington; an address 
on “ What Shall We Do With the Chil- 
dren in Time of War,” by Owen H. Love- 
joy, general secretary of the national 
child labor committee; a talk on the 
“ National Council of Defense,” by Mrs. 
Joseph T. Bowen, and on the “ Dawn 
of a New Day for Women,” by Dr. Mary 
G. McEwan.

Oct. 1, 1917.—It is desired 
by our great chiefs that Amer-

steel helmets in the war. It is. 


not a presumptious ambition. 
The French had German casques on 


“which to study and improve, The Brit- 


ish benefited by German forms and 
French experience. Why should we 
not profit by all three? 

Here is matter of palpitating inter- 
est to every Sammy and all his women 
folks who see him off, bound 
France. pa 
American army specialists, on the 
battle front, in Paris, and in manu- 
facturing towns of the French rear, 
have compared, consylted, compiled 
data, and solicited the views of French 
and British experts. In convalescent 
hospitals, chatting with wounded men, 
they have drawn out unskilled but 
practical suggestions. And all this 
has been checked off by shooting any 
quantity of various projectiles at, per- 
haps, fifty different forms of steel 
helmets suggested by such study and 
realized, in samples, by French mak- 
ers. 

No outsiders saw the experimental 
models. 

Here are the first photographs that 
are shown, Even now you are not 
certain that you are looking at the 
precise model which has come tri- 
umphant out of all this trial; but it 


may be. said that it ‘¢s very likely to 


resemble very much one of the five 
forms whose photographs I am per- 
mitted to publish for the first time. 
Perhaps it is one of them. It is a 
combination of the best points of 
several. Perhaps it is a slight modi- 
fication. Of one thing you may be 
sure—you are looking on official 
United States army photographs taken 
@uring the experiments in France, and 
that (as' a glance at them will sug-. 
gest) no soldiers’ eyes will be so well 
protected as the Americans’!

Soldiers’ eyes! American women 
folks, you have heard terrible things 
about nfen blinded in battle. Forget 
it—except to contribute, always, to the 
alleviation of those sad heroes. In 
the earlier days of the war when men 
had no steel helmets I knew a sub- 
Heutenant of French artillery. For 
gheer horror his adventure reads like 
old Greek tragedy. 

At Charleroi; in the wheat fields, 
working his battery, he got a bullet 
in the shoulder. He continued. Next 
a bullet smashed his left hand. He 
continued. Then a third bullet, com- 
ing straight at his profile, took away 
his left eye neatly, without harm to 
lid or laches, tore the nose bridge, 
and blew out the right eye, messy. He 
had first aid dressing from his men. 
There was just time. The great re- 
treat begam Led by two men, one 
of them dropped. An hour later his 


guide fell, perforated in the} 


hips. The blind man carried him. 
“You'll guide me!” | 

The blind bore the halt, in the 
wheat fields. “I cannot see, I’ve lost 
my blood!” the latter sai@ relaxed his 
grip, slid to the ground, and shortly 
died. The blind watched the dead in 
the wheat fields. Up irrupted Ger- 
mans, with rough questions. The blind 
man lifted up his bloody eyes to them; 
and some one, sobbing, kissed him on 
on. .

The blind wandered alone in the. 


‘wheat fields, one day, two days, his 
hand swelling, his shoulder throbbing, 
his head stabbed by swift pains; but 
thirst was the worst, for he saw bright 
aurora borealis and heard music, as 
he groped or fell exhausted. How he 
got to French lines no one knows. He 
thinks that he was in a very rapid 
automobile; but what possible auto- 
mobile? In a thunder storm one 


- might he walked, unconscious, into a 


French patrol. Lit by flashes, they 
saw the blind man coming. ... 
All absolutely unnecessary. ‘ 
With even a French helmet pulled 
well over the forehead my friend's 
eyes would have been saved, although 
he was hit sideways. Thousands and 
thousands such, before steel helmets 
came in! 

There was a time, in 1915, when all 
America was horror stricken on the 
subject. In France it was'so dreaded 
that the censors Dlinded sol- 
diers to be shown the screen. None 
blinded in battle might be hero of a 
moving picture scenario. The man- 
agement of homes and convalescent 
hospitals were asked not to lead 
blinded men, for recreation, to holl- 
day spots like the Paris boulevard of 
Sunday and Thursday afternoons, 
where their presence might afflict the 
public! And correspondents were sup- 
posed to have tact not to mention 
the statistics. . ..

T pull this out of my pocket, fix it 
on while he is waiting, and say: ‘ Here 
is my chin strap, and my belt is this’” 
(sticking his thumb under a soft cloth 
belt which Anzacs cut and sew for 
themselves “for comfort”).

» Slouchy for comfort in his hours of 


ease, the Anzac has correct ideas 
about chin straps and helmets on the 
firing line. 

“The British helmet,” said No. 2, 
“has a brim of solid steel about four 
and one-half inches broad or deep. 
This brim being straight, it makes 
the crown look flat.” 

“The crown is low,” interrupted No.

1. “It is also perfectly round, about 
one-sixteenth of an inch thick, and, 
all equipped, the heaviest helmet that 
there is, except the German—which 
weighs over three pounds.” (The 
French weighs a trifle less than two 
pounds, and the American experi- 
mental forms of these photographs 
weigh a trifle more than two pounds). 

“And now,” he went on, “I'll tell 
you why it’s round.. Inside the Brit- 
ish helmet is a felt lininc with shining 
black oilcloth above, which, in fact, 
is a skull cap. It is fixed inside the 
helmet, not attached all round, but 
only at the top of the crown, by a 


fhhook and eye. It holds this skull 


cap inside the belmet, but permits it 
to move freely inside, like a top. Like 
this (indicating). It is movable, cir- 
cularly, inside the helmet; or, which 
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is the same thing, the helmet is mov- 
able, circularly, around the skull cap 
lining, while the latter fits snug and 
tight on the head. See? The skull 
cap hugs my skull; but the round 
steel helmet outside it can ‘give’ 
freely to right or left. And why? do 
you ask? When a bullet hits it the 
tendency to glance off ts increased.” 

“Some Frenchmen grease their hel- 
mets,” interrupted No. 1. “ They claim 
thatethe bullets glance off with less 
shock; but we don’t have to bother.” 

“No,” took up No. 2, “the British 
helmet moving circularly when struck 
(as you whip a top), the bullet’s 
glance is carried on by the ‘give’ of 
the helmet. Of course, it don’t spin 
like a top; but the ‘give’ is elastic 
and carries the bullet on.” 

~- 

“On ceremonial parade you've got 
to wear the chin strap,” No. 1 con- 
fided. “You have got to wear it 
proper, round your chin; but in the 
field, take it from me, you wear your 
chin strap behind the ear, like the 
Americans with their felt hats—but 
for a’ purpose, and a great purpose! 


. Buppose I were to wear my helmet 


with the chin strap under the chin 
(like this). I go into the firing line 
(ike this). A bullet would not af- 
fect it. A bullet would glance off; but 


if a piece of shell should hit my hel-— 


met in front it would knock my head 
backwards (like this) and probably 
break my neck! See? It would be 
the chin strap’s fault for holding the 
helmet tight to my chin! aA shell 
scrap is too big to glance. It knocks 
the helmet back; and if your head 
goes with it your- neck is broken! . I 
saw it happen in the Armentiers sec- 
tor. The man hadn’t a wound!” 

You see, the helmet is a world. 

“The French?” I asked. 

“The French helmet is made of as 
thick steel as the British,” he ex- 
plained, “but inside, what you'd call 
the sweat band is not lined with pieces 
of rubber tubing. Rubber tubing is 
elastic. It does not prevent the hel- 


met from ‘giving’ circularly when hit 


by a bullet; but it does prevent con- 
cussion, even by shell scraps—many 
a strong necked Briton has been 
knocked flat by a shell scrap on the 
helmet, but his skull was not frac- 
tured by the impact, as a Frenchman's 
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would be! It’s a little thing, but great 
with consequences. I saw it once, too.”

Little by little we get down to brass 
tacks. 

“For a ceremonial parade,” said 
No. 1, “the French article is the pret- 
tiest in the war, being graceful, Sim- 
ple, and uncomplicated, just plain 
curves of beauty. The British helmet 
looks like a cabbage leaf on top your 
head.” 

“ Being so flat,” I said, “ what pro- 
tects the eyes? The deep steel brim?” 

“It’s the eye strip,” he said. “Do 
you know what a burnisher is for pol- 
ishing steel? It is made of chains of 
little rings, fixed side by side. It’s 
just chain armor. Well, the British 
helmet has an eye strip of chain ar- 
mor hooked on to the helmet near the 
chin strap connection, on each side. It 
comes right over eyes afd nose; but 
you can see through it. See? It’s like 
a half mask or domino.” 

“The French helmet has none?” 

“Nothing. They have to pull the 
front brim well down over the fore- 
head and it protects their eyes; but 
I have heard many a French soldier 
wish he had an eye strip. Of course, 
one is more free and at ease without 
it. We never fix on the eye strip 
except when under fire.” - | 

The American helmets (or at least 
one type of them) are likely to be 
provided with steel masks with eye 
slits, and of the strongest and deepest 
form yet devised.

These official photographs, taken in 
France, show the tendency. In one 
type it is a fixed steel mask—fixed, 
rigid, immovable beneath the front 
brim. It is Solidly a portion of the 
helmet. Should the devil’s advocate 
seek an objection, he could claim that 
bullets might strike between mask and 
brim; but, on the other hand, imagine 
the same bullets landing should there 
be no mask beneath that brim! 

Shovid they strike between mask 
and brim (and not glancé easily, as 
must be admitted), the worst to hap- 
pen would be knocking the helmet off 
your head, or bumping the mask 
against your nose with a shock. And 
men, at ease (or on parade), might 
find the fixed mask inconvenient; but 
under fire there’s not a soldier who 
would not be glad to have its com- 
plete protection. | 

The second type is that of the lift- 
ing visor. 

Here, the steel mask takes the place 
of a front brim. Hinged at the sides, 
the visor mask can be pushed up 
over the smooth steel forehead to form 
a present day French helmet, the 
simplest of them all, which leaves the 
face and eyes completely clear. Pulled

GREAT ANDROMEDA NEBULA. 


HE great nebula in Andromeda is 
T the most conspicuous one in the 

sky and can easily be seen with 

the naked -eye. On clear nights, 
when the air is transparent, it appears 
as a gauzy, spindle shaped cloud. Its 
color and general texture resemble the 
Milky Way, causing it to seem like a 
small detached fragment of that celes- 
tial belt. 

At this time of the year the great 
nebula is almost overhead. The easiest 
way to find it is to locate the constella- 
tions of Cassiopeia and Pegasus, the 
former appearing like a well defined W 
on its side, the latter as a square. The 
nebula lies midway between. 


~~ ‘ 
There are two general typse of nebule, 
green and white. The former include 
in their number the Orion nebula, the 
Ring nebula, ‘the Trifid nebula, and oth- 
ers. They are known to be composed 
of star dust and gaseous elements in a 
primitive state of evolution On the 
other hand, each white nebula com- 
prises a universe, just as our own 
stellar system is a white nebula. White 
nebule all have a characteristic struc- 
ture. They are flat, disklike objects, with 
a more or less spherical condensation in 
the center, from which. radiate spiral 
arms, which are always grouped in pairs 
of two, four, eight, sixteen, thirty-two, 
etc. White nebulae are composed of 
myriads of suns. In our own stellar 
system the central condensation is the 
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starry heavens, while the Milky Way 


forms the spiral arms. 

The Andromeda nebula is a universe 
more vast than our own. There are two 
large coils and two smaller ones, as 
well as some dark star fields. Knots and 
stellar aggregations appear at various 
intervals along the arma, as if the mat- 
ter was coalescing. 

The revelations of the spectroscope 
concerning the great nebula are inter- 
esting. Several of the commonest sub- 
stances on earth are found in abundance 
there, notably iron, sodium, and hydro- 
gen. The Andromeda nebula is not only 
larger than our universe but older as 
well. The average star of the Milky Way 
is of the blue-white type of Sirius, while 
most of the stars of the great nebula 
are in a more advanced stage, resembling

_ This remarkable letter was first published in 
Scotland, and some will question its authenticity. 
Great jokers, the Scotch! It is far from difficult 
to imagine a Scottish wag writing the thing for fun 
and palming it off on a Scottish editor. For Katie 
Hamel, read Angus MacGiggle. But where, pray, 
did Angus, supposing him the author, obtain his 
material?

NEUTRAL SHIPPING. 
{From the Montreal Star] 
The opinion that seems to exist in some quarters 
that the allies will hesitate to use any shipping they 
can lay their hands on, if a sufficiency of shipping 
becomes one of the oritical needs of the war, is 
purely too absurd for serious thought. A drowning 
man seizes a plank, no matter where it has floatea 
from. If the United States and Brazil, for example, 
have shipping in their ports which could save the 
cause, they will never permit it to lie idle there 
while the cause is lost, simply because it has been 
enemy shipping or is even neutral shipping today. 
Neutrals can be compensated. No army in the fleld 
thinks twice of commandeering what it needs from 
everybody, and paying the owners a fair compensa- 
tion. A nation at war is, in this regard, precisely 
like an army in the field. . : 
The problem of Dutch shipping in the Hudson is 
entirely a problem of what is wisest in view of the 
relations between Holland and the fighting nations.) 
No one proposes to rob Holland. If the shipping 
is used, it will be paid for. It cannot help the 
Dutch to a mouthful, so long as it swings inactive 
in an American river. It will be used precisely to 
earry food to Holland ff a proper bargain is struck 
between the United States and Holland on the ques- 
tions of tmport and export. But, in any case, it 
will never be allowed to rest wholly idle while the 
allies lack food and munitions, and the American 
armies eat their hearts out in American camps when 
they are imperatively needed in France.

The South American neutrals, as they break off 
relations with Germany, seize interned German 
steamships. This is a perfectly legitimate act of 


which caused the breach in relations. It will teach 
Germany the unwisdom of waging war on the entire 
civilized world. It will also place considerable new 
shipping at the disposal of the allies. ‘Thus, as 
the submarines take thir toll, they may reflect 
that the gaps are being filled with ships built in

He used to be known in the house as “ the member 
for Jewry” (although he had not a single Jewish 
elector in his constituency), owing to his ardent and 
vigorous championship of the civil and political 
emancipation of the Jews in all parts of the world. 

His namesake, the ex-secretary of state for the 
home department and former attorney general, is 
the son of a Congregational minister, is an enthusi- 
astic automobilist and yachtsman, and some time ago 
set himself out to become a country squire by pur- 
chasing in Oxfordshire the manor of Britwell. The 
manor house is a perfect example of Elizabethan 
architecture, the estate itself having been granted 
by William the Conqueror to Archbishop Otto soon 
after the battle of Hastings; and it passed through 
many hands before being sold in 1870 to Edward 
Yorke, from whom it was acquired by Sir John 
Simon. Britwell played an important r6le in the civil 
war and afterwards belonged to the Danvers family, 
during which time it became the scene of a notable 
duel, in which Sir Pope Danvers, lord of the manor, 
killed his man, whose ghost still haunts the place. 


Sir John was in his Oxford days the president of 
the Union and a fellow of Wadham college. He 
presents a certain resemblance to Lord Curzon, the 
former viceroy of India, but is better looking, suffers 
from the defect of an oversensitive conscience, which 
has more than once interfered with his political 
fortunes, and is renowned for his unpunctuality, 
whie~-his all the more strange, since he prides him- 
self on the wonderful organization of his time. Sir 
John is a widower, his wife, a Miss Venables; having 
died in 1992. H has an only boy, who is at Win- 
chester, and who cannot fail to inherit a large for- 
tun, since Sir John’s fees are enormous, those of 
$30,000, $40,000, and $50,000 being the rule rather than 
the exception.

HEN the great war broke out 
the British nation realized that 
@ large part of the burden of 
supplying the allied‘ armies with 
munitions must be carried -by them... The 
call was-for ammunition, shells, rifles, 
cannon, automobiles and flying machines, 
in hitherto unheard of and undreamed of 
quantities. The rush to arms was 
matched ' by the rush to factories. Em- 
ployers and employes alike strove to 
work the longest possible hours and 
at the fastest speed to turn out the 
sinews of war. Did not the papers tell 
of British soldiers slaughtered like sheep 
fin the ‘shambles because they had po 
ammunition? Was it patriotic to stop 
working before they ¢ropped, since their 
brothers needed the munitions: sorely? 
What if the scrapping of men at the 
bench was comparable with the scrap- 
ping of men in the trench? If one gave 
up his life or his health for home and 
native land, should the other hold back? 

There ensued a rict of labor. Men, 
women and children toiled long hours, 
days, nights; Sundays and holidays. 
Then came a pause. Some one suggest- 
ed that if’a-man tried to work beyond 
his strength and endurance he produced 
less than if he worked only such hours 
as were within his strength. To speak 
sucéinctly, the suggestion was that a 
working week of sixty hours would pro- 
duce more product than one of ninety 
hours in the long run. Here was a dif- 
ferent matter. If the workers sacrificed 
their health and lives to produce more 
munitions that was all right. The emer- 
gency demanded it. But if they made 
the sacrifice and, in spite of it, pro- 
duced less product, then there was and 
could bé no justification. The suggest- 
ions came from some men whose opin- 
ion carried weight.

In September, 1915, the minister 
of munitions appointed a commis- 
sion called the British health of 
munition workers’ committee. This com- 
mittee, headed by Sir George Newman, 
contained beside its chairman, Sir 
Thomas Barlow, Leonard Hill and nine 
other authorities in their lines. The 
committee has been at work for two 
years. It has issued seventeen reports 
dealing with the following subjects: Sun- 
day labor, hours of work, statistical in- 
formation concerning output in relation 
to hours of work, industrial fatigue and 
its causes, sickness and injury, special 
industrial diseases, ventilation and light- 
ing of munition factories and workshops, 
the effect of industrial conditions upon 
eyesight, welfare supervision, industrial 
canteens, canteen construction and equip- 
ment, investigation of workers’ food, sug- 
gestion as to dietary, washing facilities 
and baths, employment of women, juve- 
nile employment, the comparative effi- 
ciencies of day work and night work in 
munition factories, the causes and condi- 
tions. of lost time, incentives to work 
with special reference to wages, medi- 
cal studies, medical certificates for mu- 
nition workers, and health and welfare 
of munition workers outsidg the facto- 
ries. :

sion of labor statistics, as bulletins, 
Whole No. 221, Whole No. 222, and Whole 
No. 230. The following statements are 
abstracted from these bulletins: 


The types of labor are divided inte 
very heavy, heavy, moderately heavy, 
light, and very light. Of these types 
the very heavy, such as sizing fuse 
bodies, and the heavy, such as boring 
the powder chamber, are not well suited 
to women. On the other hand the light 
type, such as boring top caps and rough 
turning three inch shells, had better be 
confined to women, as it is a waste of 
muscle to appropriate them to men or 
even to youths. Very light types of la- 
bor, such as sedentary gauging opera- 
tions, should evidently be confined to 
women and girls. For men engaged in 


actual work appeared to be fifty-six or 
less per week. For men engaged in 
heavy work the hours are probably six- 
ty or rather more, while for. moderately 
heavy work seventy or even more hours 
constituted a proper week’s work. 

For women engaged in moderately 
heavy work the maximum hours were 
“fifty-six or less, while for women doing 
light labor slightly over sixty hours is 
the maximum. So far as actual ab- 
sence from work is concerned women 
doing light work stood seventy-six hours 
fairly well, but the committee was dis- 
posed to think that they produced no 
more in these seventy-six hours than 
they would have done in sixty-four 
hours. 

It Is to be noticed again that the com- 
mittee bases these opinions on output 
over a relatively short perilod—several 
months. Whether the health of the men 
and women would have. suffered mate- 
rially had the experiment been contin- 
ued for a year or more was not deter- 
mined. What they determined, for in- 
stance, was that if & man doing a task 
for which they set fifty-six hours as the 
maximum worked sixty hours, he ac- 
tually produced less than he would have 
done on a fifty-six hour basis. 

It will be noted that the committee 
does not indorse a fixed standard of 
hours—for instance, an eight hour day. 
The jength of the day and the amount 
of overtime must vary the hours of la- 
bor within wide Hmit ced by the 
type of labor, the sex and age of the 
worker. Naturally also there must be 
some variation dependent upon the mus- 
cular development, physique, wind, and 
endurance of the individual. The com- 
mittee states that output is increased if, 
in addition to the hour’s rest at the noon 
period, there be a ten minute rest dur- 
ing the forenoon and another during the 
afternoon. During these rest periods a 
light lunch is served the workmen as 
they sit near their machines. Likewise 
the distribution and length of the rest 
periods is dependent upon the type of 
the task and the sex, age, strength, and 
health of the workers.

As to the desirability of a Sunlay 
rest the committee speaks in no uncer- 
tain terms. It says: “ The evidence be- 
fore the committee has led it strongly 
to hold that if the maximum output is 
to be secured and maintained for any 
length of time a weekly period of rest 
must be allowed.” 

In view of the necessity for some Sun- 
day work in munition factories, the com- 
mittee discusses six methods by which 
shifting can be done so as to permit of 
some Sunday rest for the employés. It 
says: “ The above conclusions have ref- 
erence to hours of labor for workers, 
but the committee desires to state that 
in its opinion the foremen and the higher 
management even more certainly require 
definite periods of rest. These individu- 
als have never spared themselves; they 
carry a heavy burden of responsibility, 
and they cannot be replaced. The com- 
mittee has with regret noted among 
them obvious signs of overwork.” 

On the subject of sickness as a cause 
of “lost time” the committee says that 
there is usually an under estimation of 
the part played by sickness as a factor 
of lost time, and generally of the pro- 
portion of unavoidable to avoidable loss 
of time. It found that about 60 per cent, 
and in some instances 70 per cent, of the 
lost time is due to sickness. The loss of. 
time from sickness is affected by cli- 
matic conditions. The rate is always 
high in January, February, March, and 
April, and occasionally so in November. 
In the remaining seven months it is al- 
ways below the mean. There is least 
sickness in July and August. The sick- 
ness rate always drops in the two weeks 
prior to a long holiday such as Christ- 
mas. 

The effect of long hours, much over- 
time, and especially Sunday labor upon 
health is undoubtedly most deleterious. 
In a certain factory where the hours 
were long much overtime and Sunday 
labor, 22 per cent of the men were sick 
at one time. At a later time, when 
the length of the work week had been 
lessened and more rest periods given, 
the sickness rate fell to a fle over 4 
per cent. Where men worked a quarter

_Among the causes of high sickness 
rates in factories are the following: 

1. Excessively long hours of work, par- 
ticularly at night. “ You will find,” Sir 
James Paget wrote, “ that fatigue has a 
larger share in the promotion or per- 
mission of disease than any other single 
causal condition you can name.” 

2. Cramped and constrained attitudes 
and postures during work, which prevent 
the healthy action of the lungs and 
heart. 


8. Prolonged or excessive muscular 
strain, e. g., the lifting of heavy weights, 
prolonged standing—may produce rup- 
ture of vericose veins. 

4. Machinery accidents. on c 

5. Working in unventilated or insuf- 
ficiently ventilated workshops predis- 
poses to disease and gravely interferes 
with individual energy and physical ca- 
pacity. The effect of continuously work- 
ing in a stagnant or poHuted atmos- 
phere is not trifling or insignificant. 

6. The air even if fresh may be too 
hot or too cold, too humid or too day; 
either extreme should be avoided to in-- 
sure reasonable bodily comfort and the 
most efficient work. 

7. Imperfect lighting, whether by day 
or night, conduces to eye strain or head- 
aches. 


8. Working with, or in the presence of 
gases, vapors, poisons, and irritating

9. Dust produced in certain industries, 
unless effectually safeguarded, may in- 
duce lung disease. 

10. The manufacture of high explo- 
sives involves risk to the workman.

A study of accidents in factories con- 
vinced the committee of the need of 
education of workmen in accident pre- 
vention by lectures, placards, and post- 
ers. The committee recommends that 
every factory of size have an organized 
medical service consisting of physicians, 
nurses, matrons, and other help where 
necessary. The help given should be 
the tredtment of wounds, care of occu- 
pational disease, and medical service to 
ambulatory cases in the factory. There 
should be a central dressing station with 
physicians and nurses and a proper 
equipment of instruments. Local dréss- 
ing stations or aid posts should be dis- 
tributed throughout the factory. 

The equipment of such a station should 
be very simple. It suggests a cupboard 
containing first aid materials with brief, 
simple, clear instructions as to their 
use. 

The following list of first aid mate- 
rials is recommended: 

Packets of sterilized dressings, a sup- 
ply of iodine solution [2 per cent in al- 
cohol], a bottle of eye drops, a pair 
of dressing scissors, some triangular 
bandages, safety pins, roll of plaster an 
inch wide. 

The contents of the bag of sterilized 
dressings should be three dozen small 
sized bandages, for fingers, 1 inch wide 
and 8 inches long, with tape attached 
to the end; one dozen medium sized 1% 
inches by 18 inches for hands and feet, 
and one dozen large size. 

On the subject of fatigue the commit- 
tee came to some rather unexpected 
conclusions. It thinks that men rarely 
suffer from complete fatigue or even 
approximately complete fatigue of the 
muscles. It says: 

“The problems then of industrial fa- 
tigue are primarily and almost wholly 
problems of fatigue in the nervous sys- 
tem and of its direct and indirect ef- 
fects.” |

The ‘history of the succeeding centuries may be briefly 
summed up as a successful suppression of nationalities 
and instincts in the name of the empire. Absolutism was 
a by-word with the Hapsburgs. The only date throughout 
this period we will mention is that of 1438, when Albert V. 
became emperor of Germany. A Hiapsburg and holder 
of the hereditary title Archduke of Austria, his marriage 
with Elizabeth, daughter of Sigismund, king of Bohemia 
and Hungary, brought him the rulesship of those countries 
upon the death of their king. 

4 | * 
Late Emperor Establishes Reichsrath. 
EB. 26, 1861, is looked upon as the beginning of the 
modern history of Austria. A new constitution es- 
tablishing a reichsrath, composed of a house of peers 
and a chamber of deputies, was proclaimed on that date 
by the late Emperor Franz Joseph. The unsuccessful con- 
duct of the war against Sardinia in 1859 with the subse- 
quent loss of Sardinia and Lombardy was responsible for 
this move. Little success attended the enforcement of this 
eonstitution. The Magyars of Hungary and the Czechs of 
Bohemia refused to recognize it and in 1865 it was sus- 
pended. 

The death of Frederick VII. of Denmark in 1863 opened 
a series of disputes respecting the succession to the 
duchies of Schleswig-Holstein and Lauenburg, and in 1864 
the duchies were invaded by a Prussian and Austrian 
army. Resistance was slight and the duchies passed under 
the joint rule of Austria and Prussia. This arrangement 
| proved anything but satisfactory, and in June, 1866, mat- 
ters came toa focus. Bismarck had concluded an offensive 
as well,as defensive treaty with Italy and the neutrality 
of France had been secured. The small German states 
which offered any opposition were disposed of and in the 
month mentioned Austria was invaded by three Prussian 
armies, while an Italian army entered Venetia. The peace 
of Prague, Aug. 23 of the same year, drove Austria from 
both Germany and Italy. 

It was now essential that Austria come to some terms

In 1893 the question of the language of 
command to be used in the army and the use of.a national 
standard by Hungary brought Francis Joseph and the Hun- 
garians into conflict. As king of that country, the Aus- 
trian emperor refused to accede to the Hungarian demands 


and ruled in defiance of the country’s wishes until 1906 — 


(Apri), when a reconciliation was made and a coalition 
ministry was formed under the leadership of Dr. Wekerle. 

‘This brings us to August, 1914, when the world was 
plunged into the present conflict through the medium of 
the Austrian ultimatum to Serbia. It will be seen from 
the foregoing brief outline of the Mistory of the dual man- 
archy that the basic policy has been along two lines—ex- 
pansion of territory and the subjugation of its varied 
racial elements to the Germans in Austria and the Mag- 
yars in Hungary. 


To all appearances the. political parties of the Austro- _ 


Hungarian empire form a chaotic hodgepodge which seems 
to have no beginning or end. The present Austrian parlia- 
ment consists of nine representative factions called clubs: 


the German Nationalists, liberal by tradition, but embrac- 


ing the extremist Pan-Germans; the Christian Socialists, 
composed of capitalists, feudalists, and clericals; the Ger- 
man Social Democrats, who oppose clericalism and class 
privilege; the Polish club of Conservatives, Democrats, 
Agrarians, and Pan-Poles; the Polish Social Democrats; 
the Bohemian Czech club; the Ruthenians, strongly pro- 
Russian; the Croatian-Slavonian club; and the Italians, 
naturally pro-Italian. 

The Hungarian parliament has fewer divisions. The 
National Party of Work is liberal. The Independence party 
is divided into two sections: the Kossuthites, who wish an 
independent army, and the Justhites, in favor of independ- 
ent finance. As the party name indicates, the main desire 
is less union with Austria. Then there are the Christian 
Socialists and the Clericals; the Democratic Socialists, and 
the Croatian-Slavonians.

‘Kitchen Cooks En Route and Has Been Recteniiniaaded for 
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_ Here’s the last word in military 
kitchens—a compact affair mount- 
ed on an ordinary automobdile 
chassis, which has just undergone 
a series Of exhaustive tests at 
Washington and been recommend- 
ed for adoption by the United 
States army.

HOUSE SELLING 


| on Under Considera- 


ble Pressure; Oats Rule 
Weak and Lower. 


Commission houses were persistent 
sellers of corn in the latter part of the 
session yesterday, particularly of the 
December, and made a weak market at 
the finish. Resting spots showed losses 
of %@1%c for the day. The pressure ap- 
peared to come mainly from houses with 
eastern connections, and the early de- 
mand, which was largely on resting or- 
ders, was soon filled up. Trade was 
principally in May corn, as there is fear 
of possible congestion in the December 
delivery owing to small supplies of old 
corn and little indication of a liberal 


' movement of the new crop during the 


balancec of this year. Weather condi- 
tions over the belt were generally favor- 
able for drying out the crop. 

Cash corn was steady to 2c higher, 
with local shipping sales 5,000 bu. Only 
small lots of new corn are offered to ar- 
rive, while ‘prices bid for early ship- 
ment are sharply above the December 
sevei. Receipts here were 53 cars. Pri- 
mary markets had 282,000 bu corn, 
against 402,000 bu a year ago. 


Oats Under Pressure. 

Oats futures were also under consider- 
able pressure and ruled weak, finishing 
%@%c lower. There was free selling by 
King-Farnum, Wagner, Tietgens, and 
the Armour Grain company, while the 
buying was light and scattered.

Although the week’s business in a real 
estate way was along rather narrow 
lines and somewhat restricted as to vol- 

‘ ume, the showing, as a whole, was fairly 
satisfactory, considering the many se- 
rious handicaps against which the mar- 
ket is contending. 

The feature of the market and of spe- 
cial significance as marking its present 
general trend was the activity in manu- 
facturing property, there having been a 
number of transactions reported or made 
matters of record. For some time there 
has been a steadily growing activity in 
this class of property, and, according to 
reports of a number of brokers special- 
izing in it, the present situation is highly 
encouraging. It seems to be about the 
only bright spot.in the market just 
now, as general dullness continues to 
characterize the market for other 
classes of property. 


Stewart Company Deal.

The Building Managers’ association 
proposes to put an end to the time hon- 
ored rule of dating leases of building 
space in the downtown district from May 
1 of each year.
